One exciting bit of DX news for December is that 
amateur radio operations in Iraq are scheduled to 
resume November 20, 2007. YI activity has been 
suspended since March due to security concerns. 
Also this month there will be several contests that 
should offer some interesting DX. The ARRL 160 
meter contest is on December 1-2, and the ARRL 
10 meter contest is December 8-10. Now here's 
some information about planned DX operations in 
December. 


Europa and Africa. Look for Kan JA1BK to operate 
during the time December 4th to 13th from France, 
Spain, and EA9 Ceuta & Melilla. 


3D2 Rotuma. Antoine 3D2AG plans to operate 
from Rotuma from December 3 through the end of 
January. 


C5, The Gambia. Jan PA4JJ hopes to operate as 
C56JJ between November 30th and December 
11th. QSL via PA4JJ. For U.S. QSLs, Jan 
requests $2. Jan’s web site it at: 
http://c56jj.pa4ij.ni. 


OH Finland. Look for OHISCL operating from 
Santa Claus Land in Finland in December. QSL via 
OHS9UV. 


T8, Palau. Look for Koki JE1PGS signing T88GS, 
along with Yutaka, T88YU/JQ2GYU, and 
T88LY/JJ2VLY between December 17 and 22. 
They will be on the HF bands on both CW and 
SSB, during their mornings and evenings. QSL via 
their home callsigns, direct or by the bureau. 
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TZ Mali. Look for Mac TZ6JA to be on the air from 
November 22 until December 14. 


YI Iraq. Scott AD7MI plans to be active from Iraq 
signing YI9MI from November 20 until May 15, 
2008. QSL via AD7MI.
